UR — President 
Eisenhower declared anew today 
the United States is not going to 
get into any war in indochina un­ 
less Congress declares it.

out prior congressional approval, I 
could not fail to damage his flex­ 
ibility in handling the situation. 
The President was asked for his 
evaluation of 
the

American combat forces having to j 
be sent to Indochina. 
He replied he already has ex ­ 
pressed his views on that matter I 
rather emphatically. 
At a news conference about a 
nnonth ago, he recalled, he said 
the United States would not get 
into a war except through consti­ 
tutional process. 
And 
that 
means, 
Eisenhower 
said, only through a declaration of 
war by Congress. 


He said this country has pro­ 
vided technical assistance, money, 
and equipment to bolster the fight 
against communism in Indochina. 
That is as much as the present for­ 
eign assistance law 
permits,

added. 
So far as speculation on the fu­ 
ture is concerned, the President 
said, he didn’t want to do too much 
talking at this time.

And he played it in 
the band at Northwestern Univers- I 
ity, where he got his bachelor of 
arts degree. As he grew older he 
grew away from the horn. 
After he finished at Northwest­ 
ern he got a job in an office. At 
night for seven years he studied 
shorthand in Chicago. It doesn’t 
require seven years to learn short-! 
hand, but he wanted to be a short­ 
hand reporter, speedier than an 
ordinary 
stenographer.

the courses several times over. 
Then he won the Gregg diamond 
pin for taking 200 words a minute 
for five minutes.

Steel Chief 
Sees Upturn

NEW YORK 
— Benjam in F. 
Fairless, board chairman of U nit­ 
ed States Steel Corp., expects gen­ 
eral business conditions “ will con­ 
tinue to improve to some ex tent” 
in the next 90 days. 
Fairless, who says he 
is 
still 
“ bullish” and “ an optimist,” made 
his prediction after U. S. Steel re ­ 
ported on an 
unexpectedly 
good 
first quarter, in view of slow busi­ 
ness throughout the steel industry 
in general. 
His firm, the world’s 
greatest 
steelmaker, 
reported recently 
it 
operated at 80.8 pe” cent of 
its 
newly enlarged rated capacity dur­ 
ing the first three months of 1954. 
Fairless forecast industry opera­ 
tions of between 70 and 75 per cent 
in the second quarter. 
This w asn’t in the sam e class 
with the 102.1 per cent operating 
| rate during the booming January- 
February-March 
period 
of 
1953 
which was a record-breaking year. 
But the steel industry as a whole 


has been going at a dwindling op­ 
erating rate, dow n now to 68.4 per 
cent. 
Fairless said that his own firm 
is now operating at about 70 per 
cent and explained that part of the 
80 per cent rate during the first 
quarter was due to a backlog in 
orders. 
“ There’s a slight pickup,” said 
Fairless of presen t business.

Chicago Livestock 
Estimates Revise 
On Upward Scale

CHICAGO (ii’)—More beef coming 
%i, market 
than 
first thought — 
more pigs on the farms eating 
their way in the sam e direction— 
the next few months look bright 
for the nation’s meat eaters and 
family budget keepers. 
Packers today are revising up­ 
wards earlier estim ates of the to­ 
tal amount of beef, veal, lamb and 
pork that will find its way to the 
table this year. 
S If they’re right, it should mean 
ne tumble of the 
costly 
pork 
chop by fall, and stable prices, at 
the least, for beef. Lamb, how­ 
ever, still looks like a fairly rare 
and expensive dish. 
The rush of cattle to the stock­ 
yards in the early months of this 
year helped the housewife offset 
in part the rising cost of pork. 
Packers think that the drought- 
ravaged range lands of the south­ 
w est may send a large number of 
cattle to market again this fall, 
unless rains are above normal. 
Recent rains have helped the 
grass there, but cattlemen say it 
will take time to restore much of 
the range that was badly damaged 
by drought. Southwest cattlemen, 
incidentally, tend 
to be 
gloomy 
about the long-term chances of the 
cattle population keeping pace with 
the growth in the human popula- 
Jy>n. 
Pork marketings have been short 
so far chis year, but the resulting 
high price led farmers to increase 
spring pig production by almost IO 
per cent over a year ago. By fall 
these porkers should start a steady 
march to market. 
If that eases prices, as expected, 
many farmers may market their 
pigs early. 
Farmers’ intentions of farrowing 
larger crop of fall pigs for next 
spring’s pork market are foreshad­ 
owed in reports that many in the 
corn-hog belt of the Midwest will 
ignore the corn acreage allowances 
this spring and plant as much as 
they please. That indicates a pro­ 
gram of raising feed for their own 
hogs rather than planting with an 
eye on price support levels for 
corn. 
Americans’ meat eating habits 
^ ia y be changing as a result of 
these ups and downs of various 
meat prices, and perhaps because 
of diet shifts away from fats. 
The 
American 
Meat 
Institute 
notes that Americans ate more 
beef last year than at any time 
in the 54 years records have been 
kept. Not since 1935 had Ameri­ 
cans eaten more beef per capita 
than pork. 
Poultry consumption has tended 
^jp sharply, too, partly because of 
" n eat scarcities during and at the 
end of the war, and partly be­ 
cause of high beef and pork prices 
off and on since then. 
Right now the institute is busy 
revising upward its earlier esti- 
mates of this year’s per capita 
consumption.

DOWNTOWN STORES 
A STORY TO interest m erchants who are 
not fearfu l that branch stores in the su b­ 
u rbs will in time take ov er all retail bu si­ 
ness, and who still believ e there is a great 
adv antage in a city location, comes from 
Trenton, N. J. 
The Trenton dispatch rev eals w hat a 
large New York departm ent store is doing 
in the New Jersey capital. Its new branch 
store will cov er a fu ll city block and will 
prov ide an indoor parking area for 3,000 
cars. The site is right spang in the center 
of Trenton. 
W hat's the word on the architectu re0 In 
addition to the car-parking there will be 
three ‘‘selling floors," with escalators and 
elev ators. Plans call for 200 feet of show 
windows and entrances on three sides of 
the bu ilding. 
A project su ch as that obv iou sly cannot 
be achiev ed withou t high financing aided 
by low site cost. It is certain the New York 
store satisfied itself, before going into down 
town Trenton, that midcity trade wou ld be 
good if shoppers cou ld find handy , a 1 1- 
w eather parking. 


The cause of confu sion ma y be as small

So that point being settled, the qu estion 
arose as to whether Cohn's telephone calls 
were ex cessiv e. 
Secretary Stev ens said: “ From mid-Ju ly 
of last y ear u ntil March 1 of this y e a r , 
Dav id Schine was discu ssed between one 
branch or the other of the D epartm ent of 
the A rm y and Senator McCarthy or m e m ­ 
bers of his staff in more than 6 5 telephone 
calls." It was not specifie if all the calls 
were abou t Schine, bu t ev en so, this nu m ­ 
ber m ay or m ay not be ex cessiv e depend­ 
ing u pon one's habits and relationships. 
Ev en if calls were made ev ery day , in­ 
v olv ed are abou t 225 day s, or abou t one 
call ev ery fou r day s all told and inv olv ing 
m any people. 
Personally , I think that m any people are 
dev eloping a disease of telephonitis, which 
is a nerv ou s reaction rather than a bu si­ 
ness necessity . When they hav e nothing 
better to do, they sit down to a rou nd of 
telephone calls. On the slightest prov oca­ 
tion, they call y ou away from the dinner 
table or wake y ou u p too early in 
the 
morning. 
Granting that Roy Cohn su ffers f r o m : 
telephonitis, why did not Robert Stev ens I 
tell him to stop bothering him? This, I do 
not u nderstand. Can any one imagine some 
of Mr. Stev ens’s predecessors, before the 
defense agencies were am algam ated into 
the Department of Defense, argu ing with a 
Congressional committee cou nsel on what 
to do abou t a prospectiv e or cu rrent pri­ 
v ate in the Army ? 
I am su re that Henry L. Stimson, or to 
go back a pace, William Howard Taft, 
wou ld hav e shown the y ou ng fellow the 
door and giv en orders not to accept the 
calls. There mu st su rely be something 
wrong with these men who sit behind big 
desks that they are so easily frightened 
by the telephone. 
That is abou t all that this case has, u p 
to the moment of writing, established. To 
repeat, what has been established by the 
ev idence: It is all right to recommend 
any body to any thing prov ided the person 
is qu alified, which is a m atter of ju dg­ 
ment; it is objectionable to do it too im­ 
pressiv ely , by an u nu su al nu mber of tele­ 
phone calls. Fou r calls per case are not 
impressiv e; 6 5 are impressiv e ev en ov er a 
sev en and a half month period.

To the amazement of promi­ 
nent lawyers and industrialists, 
the Department of Justice and 
Federal Trade Commission are 
applying this yardstick in their 
current investigation of the auto­ 
motive giants, and especially the

and 
Chevrolet cars.

tial imbalance, 
unemployment 
and ghost towns, and destroying 
a strong,

structure. No matter how attain­ 
ed. he envisages the inevitable 
result as monopoly 
Monopoly can arise, according 
to this viewpoint, from “fortui­ 
tous circumstances.” The alleg­ 
ed monopolist need not have re­ 
sorted to “ cutthroat” practices, 
such as uneconomic underselling, 
controlling raw materials or de­ 
manding exclusive and preferen­ 
tial treatment from suppliers or 
dealers. It assumes the charac­ 
ter of a monopoly by becoming 
too successful.

The bar association itself has no 
legal connection with the courts 
of this country, and its canons a re 
in no w ay binding upon them .

since its views are form ulated and 
approved only after long and c a re ­ 
ful study by leading jurists. 
Some judges have gone even fu r­ 
th e r by also barring new s photo­ 
g rap h ers from any part of court- I 
house prem ises.

photographer got a suspended sen­ 
tence. 
When the m atter was ca rrie d to 
the Court of Appeals, 
it upheld 
the sentences. 
It ruled that Judge Silbert was 
well within his rights in prohib­ 
iting pictures. It said one of a 
ju d g e's duties is to in su re that 
th ere are no untoward d istractions,
